Zachos stepped into an adjoining room 
and closed the door, his wife remaining 
in the parlor conversing with her friends. 
In a few moments three ominous reports 
of a pistol in quick succession were 
heard, and the affrighted inmates, rush- 
ing to the door of the room, were hor- 
ror-stricken at the ghastly sight of the 
newly-married man lying on the bed wel- 
tering in his blood, a pistol lying by his 
side, The agonized wife, comprehend- 
ing the awful tragedy, fell on his neck, 
her wedding garment receiving the fast 
flowing life blood of ,her unfortunate 
husband, and, uttering a shriek that 
pierced the hearts of all who heard her, 
swooned away. Commotion and excite- 
ment indescribable ensued, One ran for 
a policeman, another for a doctor, oth- 
ers endeavored to revive the bride, and 
still others remained motionless as if 
petrified. In a little while the sought 
for medical aid arrived and eve 
effort was made to save the dying sui- 
cide, but hfs lips were sealed in uncon- 
sciousness though his pulse still showed 
signs of life. The young way bo recover- 
ing from her swoon, broke loose again 
from those around and throwing herself 
upon the body of her almost lifeless hus- 
band and clung toit in wild despair. It 
was truly a piteous sight. The officer 
and others endeavored to have her release 
her hold, brtin vain, She screamed ex- 
citedly, and loud above her wanderings 
could be distinguished the pathetic sen- 
tence, indicative of her great mental 
agony; ‘‘I shall die without my husband.” 
It wasn t many minutes before the poor 
woman sufficiently recovered from her 
paroxyisms to listen to reason; but she 
was finally coaxed away by the argument 
that unless she desisted his life was _ irre- 
trievably lost. When comparative quiet 
was restored an investigation revealed 
two bullet wounds, one in the right tem- 
ple and one in the heart, either of which 
would prove fatal. The man’s vest was 
open and his shirt blackened by the pow- 
der, making it evident that he had pur- 
posely opened it and closely pressed the 
muzzle of the weapon to his heart and 
fired. The bullet ia. the temple pene- 
trated deep inte the brain, making a 
frightful wound. It is thought he shot 
himself in the heart first, and, fearing it 
would not prove fatal, immediately after- 
wards placed the pistol to his head and 
fired. Three reports were ‘heard alto- 
gether, as above mentioned. The third 
byllet was found in the wall, having 
probably glanced off from his watch, 
which was deeply indented, and struck 
where found, At about eight o’clock the 
suicide was removed inan ambulance to 
Bellevue hospital, still unconscious and 
rapidly expiring.

1, The observance proposed would be an 
ou e on the rights and sensibilities of a 
considerable number in our churches, who see 
no occasion for rejoicing in the results of 
the late elections. Unless the principle be 
adopted that might makes right, and that 
our ecclesiastical organizations are to be ad- 
ministered in the interests of any political 
party that chances to be dominant, the 
churches have no more right to hold a 
thanksgiving for the gratitication of the 
victors, than a day of fasting and humilia- 
tion for the gratification of the vanquished. 
2. It would be an utter perversion of the 
object and function of a Christian church. 
The church is an institution, set up by the 
authority, and acting under a commission, of 
Jesus Christ, its sole and rightful King. And 
in all the instructions which He has issued 
to His people, He .has never declared 
that democracy is the true policy of Geor- 
ia, or that ite triumphs are a fit theme to 

celebrated in the public worship of its 
Christian people. 
3d. It would precipitate our churches into 
the very sia, on account of which we have 
so vehemently and justly condemned our 
sister churchesin the North. The great re- 
proach which we heaped upon their heads 
durng the progress of the late civil war 
was, that they had turned aside from their 
appointed work to serve partisan and civil 
ends, Wecharged that theif judicatories 
were political conclaves, their ciergy politi- 
cal emissaries, and their sermons political 
harrangues. One of our denominations 
steadfastly refuses to this hour to clasp 
hands with a corresponding denomination 
across the line, on the ground that it has 
as yet failed to purge its records and its 
conscience of the sin of complicating the 
things of Cesar with the things of Christ. 
Are we prepared to commit this very sin, 
while the thunders of our denunciation of 
it in the conduct of the Northern churches 
are yet lingering upon the ear. , 

4. The proposed observance involves a 
principle which, if once admitted, may lead 
to. results the most deplorable. While ac- 
quitting its honorable author of any tuvidi- | 
ous intent, his proclamation proposes to 
muster the churches, rank and file, into the 


service of a political organization. There 
is no telling whereunto the 
thing will grow. the churches 


may rejoice in the mocratic victory just 
past, they may eniist in the democratic 
battles yet to come. Surely it is competent 
Jor them to labor fur resylts, over which, when 
achieved, it is campetent for them ita give 
thanks, The true motto for us just now is, 
*“ obsta principiis.”” Whether the churches 
will fall into linetoenhance the splendor of 
this Triumph remains to be seen. Certainly 
if they do, there will be more need of a day 
of humiliation over the fall of the churches, 
than can @ver exist for the observance of 
a& thanksgiving to signalize the victories 
of any party.
